WASHINGTON, September 16.—The Leg- 
islature of the State of Georgia 
must elect a Senator for the ensuing six 
years at its term during the coming winter. 
There is no probability that Gen. Gordon will 
consent to be a candidate for, as already ex- 
plained in this correspondence, he is doing 80 
well finavcially that to give up bis business 
and accept a position paying but $5,000 per 
annum would be financial suicide. There 
have been some statements from the friends 
of Alex. Stephens faintly asserting that he is 
not a candidate for the Senate, but there Is 
little doubt entertained here but that he 
could be readily persuaded to accept that po- 
sition. He nas Rad nearly a quarter of a 
century in the House, and though bis ambi- 
tion has been to be a great commoner rather 
than to sitin the higher and more dignitied 
body, yet he fully realizes that his career 
must soon end, and there is good reason to 
believe he would be giad to round it up with 
a term in the Senate. Elected a Senator now, 
with a term of six years before him, he would 
probably die in the harness. Then, too, he 
has anether reason for desiring to go there. 
After the war he was élected Senator, but 
paving been the Vice-President ol the Con- 
federacy he was not made welcome, and hav- 
ing been refu<ed bis seat, he, it is said,vowed 
never to goinside the Senate Chamber unless 
sent by his State and accepted by the Senate. 
At least, it is not probable tbat be would re- 
fuse the office if it was pressed upon him by 
his Sate. 

O’MEAGHER CONDON. 

The statemen' thai O’Meagner Condon, of 
Fenian fame, was sent to Pennsyivania for 
the avowed purpose of selling out the Lani 
League vote inthat State to the Cameron 
party seems to be a rather extravagant state 
ment of facts. From what can be learned 
here, andI have _ pretty careful inquiry, 
I conclude that Sénator Cameron did ask for 
bis detail to Penosylvania, with the idea that 
be could be made useful there, influencing 
the Irish vote, in one way or another, in favo:

THE WHISKY TAX. | 

The whisky manufacturers and dealers are, 
it is learned, preparing to make another earn- 
est effort during the coming session of Con- 
gress to procure a reduction of the whisky 
tax and an extension of the bonded period. 
The Kentucky warenouses are full of whisky 
which, unless the bonded peri d is extended, 
must soon be put on the market, for the own 
ers of it, who have large sums invested in 
the whisky itself, cannot sfford to put in 
several times its value in tax 
and still wait for an increased demand. 
If they go atthe workin a proper way next 


winter, asking an extension ofthe bonded 


period, and that only, they will probably get 
ir, but if they ask for a reduction of the tax 
as well it is quite doubtful if their efforts are 
any more successful than last session. The 
revision of tne tariff—if it is revised—sijil 
doubtless reduce the income from that source 
considerably, and it is very doubtful if this 
country will ever see the internal revenue 
tax entirely removed from whisky and manu- 
factured tobacce

THE BIG BLAZE. 


Some More Details of Yesterday’s 
Conflagration. 


The Missouri Car and Foundry Works 
Burned—Rebuilding to Begin 
at Once, 


**It’s a clean sweep,’’ said 8u perintenden 
Sutherland this mor ng toa Post-DIsPaTcH 
reporter, as the two wandered among the 
ruins ofthe MissouriCar Foundry, wrought 
by yesterday’s conflagration. 


** Have you any idea how the fire originated, 
Mr. Sutherlan4?’’ 


‘*None whatever, sir. Atl2 o’dlock sharp 
every day the men quit work and go to their 
dinners. Many of them go to their homes or 
totheir boarding houses, and a good many 
bring their dinners with them and eat 
them in the shade about the 


yard. ‘When 12 o’clock struck 
yesterday the men laid down their tools as 
usual and went-to their dinners. One of the 
men employed inthe engine-house had had 
his dinner brought to him by his wife, and the 
two were seated on the outside eating it, when 
the flames broke forth so flercely that the 
man and woman were giad to escape witbout 
being scorched. There wasn’t a soul in the 
building at tue time, and all conjecture is at 
fault in assigning an origin to the fire.”’ 

Do you suspect incendiarism on the part of 
dissatisfied employes?’’ ® 

‘Most decidedly not. We have never, dur- 
ing our whole existence in business, had 
& Single, even the slightest, disagreement 
with our men, or any of them. Our 
custom has been tg waf@h each man’s work 
und to raise his wages without being asked to 
do so it he deserved%t. I1, on the other band, 
wefhought that any employe was receivisg 
more pay than he was worth we reduced his 
Wages, but not without first giving him notice 
our intention to do so. No, sir; there buildings 
were not set fire to by an incendiary, of that I 
am certain, but howthe fire did ignite will 
have to remain a mystery, I’m afraid.’’ 

‘‘How do you account for the rapidity with 
which the fire spread?’’ 

‘‘In great measure to drynews of the wood, 
but in greater measure still to the nits. 
erable insufficiency of the water supply 
at the command of the fremen. It’s awender 
the department managed as well as they aid 
under the circumstances. I see that Water 
Commissioner Whitman says tioat this is a 
good opportunity to cailthe attention of the 
Munincipal Assembly to this matter. Well, 
I agree with him,#’ said Mr. Lutherland, rue. 
fully, as he surveyed the ruin and debris in 
the midst of which he was standing. 

The Missouri Car and Foundry Company was 
first organized in St. Lonis in 1870. Tbe works 
from that time up to the tail of 1873 were 
located on Main street, near Bates street. In 
i873 the company,which had vastly extended its 
business, removed its works to East Sr. Louis. 
where they remained until October, 1878, when 
a fire even more disastrous in its conse- 
quences than that of yesterday necessitated 

ther a rebuilding of the works on -their old 
site in East St. Louis or their location in more 
elegibie grounds elsewhere, It was decided to 
remove to this side of the river once more, 
and two sites, one at the toot of Lami and 
the other atthe foot of Dorcas street, were 
selected as the most desirable that could be 
found, and the work ot building was at once 
commenced. To avoid the possibility of a} 
repetition of the East 8t. Louis conflagration, 
which completeiv destroyed both the 
car wheel factory and molding shops 
and the car-building works, the managers 
of the company determined to keep the two 
concerns at some distance from each other, 
and therefore the car wheel factory and 
molding shops were located On the grounds at 
the foot of Lumi street, and the car building 
works upen the lots at the foet of Dorcas 
street. The wisdom ofthis step Was proved by 
yesterday's fire,for had the twojbranches of the 
company’s enterprise been closely Gonnected 
there is notthbe shadow of doubt but that both 
of them would have been ruins this morning. 
The buildings which were destroyed yesterday 
were filled with exceedingly costly machinery, 
and with a great mass of valuabie 
material. The yards were filled 
with a great number of piles of lumber con- 
taining upwards or 3,000,000 feet of white oak 
and white pine ‘‘sills,’’ as they are called. 
Four-fitths of this lumber was reduced to 
ashes. The wachine shop, where the fire or- 
ivinated, the wood machine shop adjoining 
it, the pattern shop to tie east, the erecting 
shop immediately northof the machine shop, 
and the dry kiin, and ail the machinery and 
material which these buildings contained were 
entirely consumed, and the iron machinery 
warped to such an extent as to be entirely 
useless and valueless save as old iron: The 
south end ot the biacksmith shop which ad- 
joined the pattern shop was scorched, 
but not seriously injured. The paint 
shop and another erecting shop and the offices 
of the company were uninjured. Many of tae 
menemployed at the shops iost their tools, 
and some of the *‘kits’’ were quite valuable. 
John Swansea, a good-looking Englishman 
who had been employedin the pattern shop, 
at the alarm of fire rushed into the shop for the 
purpose of saviug his tools, which he says cost 
him $2560. He reache’ his chest and had gotien 
it to uearthe aoor, when he was torced to 
abandon it and exert himself to save his life. 
That no serious accident occurred 
during the progress of the conflagration 
is probably due to the fact that the fire oc- 
curred during the men’s dinner hour, when 
many of them had ieft the yards. and ali of 
those who remained were outside the shops. 
Had the flames broken out when ail of the 
35¢ workmen were employed at their several 
duties it is beyond a question that the damage 
to property would have been supplemented 
by a deplorabie list of casualties to life and 
limb. The fire spread with incalculable rapid- 

In less than ten minutes after 
engine-house was discovered to 
on fire the flames had commun- 
nicated with all the other buildings tbat were 
consumed and withthe lumber piles inthe 
yards. Itis fortunate that there was no wind 
stirring ;e!se there 1s not.a shadow o1 doubt but 
thatthe fire department would have had to 
cope with a widespread and frightful confla. 
grationin the densely built up district sur- 
rounding the;works. The absence of breeze 
did not prevent the flames from communicat- 
ing with a train of freight cars lying on a 
switch immediately adjuining the pattern 
shop. Fifteen carsin all were thus destroyed. 
Superintendent Sutheriand states that 
bis company have been building 
and repairing cars for the Iron Mountain, the 
International and Great Northern and the 
Texas and Pacific companies. The cars which 
were destroved belonged to the first men- 
tioned company. Tne car-building depart- 
ment gives employment in busy seasons to 
nearly 600 men, but atthe time of the fire was 
running with only 350. 

A call was made this morging at the general 
oflices of the company on Fourth and Pine 
streets for the purpose of learning a correct 
estimate of the loss by yesterday's disaster 
and the intentions of the compauy for 
the immediate future. Mr. Wm. McMillan, 
president of the company, bad just returned 
from a visitto the scene of the conflagration. 
Mr. McMillan estimates his loss at $200,009, the 
ex*ct figures stated in yesterday's Post-Dis- 
PATCH. All but about $40,000 of this is covered 
by policies of insurance in blossom’s Agency. 

“Will the company rebuiid on tne old 
grounds?’’ inquired the reporter.

How He Stooped to Gain the Presi- 
dency of the Uniied States. 
Jacob Owen in the New York Sun. 

In the Sun of cf the 281 of Augusi I read 
the interview hetween.the Southern Whigs 
and Daniel Webster, just after the n) mination 
of Gen Scott for the Presidency. While I 
regard ‘he course of those Southern Wh'gs 
as being in exceedinglv bad taste, I am com- 
pelled to regard that of Mr. Webster as much 
worse, and the conciuding remarks of his 
address as being unworthy of a truly great

Now let me ive you an incident which I 
witnessed in Boston, not a great while be- 
fore the scexe Mr, S:eison so grapbically pic- 
tures (but I know you willnot printit). A 
short time before the meeting f[ the con- 
vention that nominated Gen. Scott Iwas in 
Boston, and at the Revere House, when I met 
several Southern and Western gentiemen, 
among otbers Mr. H. R W. Hill, the great 
New Ocleans merchant, aud Mr. A. 8S. Trot- 
ter, of Lexingtn, Kr., but at that time re- 
siding in New Orieans as agent of tbe 
Northern Bink 6f Ken'ucky. Mr. T. 
was a large man, with a deep and 
sonorous tone of voice. Iu various parts of 
the hotel, in the office, reception room and 
parlor, were anumber of printed bandbills, 
headed, “Yen reasons why Danie: Websrei 
sholud be the nominee of the Conveniton’’ 
aout toassembie. These reasons were set 
forth in speectes, resolutions, and votes mad» 
andgiven by Mr. Wester tn suposori of 
measure’ for the good of the country wiihou' 
regard to section, but wariicularly serviecra- 
bie tothe South. Signatures vere solicited 
to these pavers, which were afterward t 
be used in the Convention. On the occasion 
spoken of Mr. Webster and bis secretary 
were in the parlor of the hotel, which 
was quite a small room, where he wie 
expeced to receive several you.g 
pogs of E: gish nobility, just arrived on tne 
Europa. Many persons had guiberrd near 
the doors of the parlor to witness ine scene, 
smong others Mr. Mill, Mr. Trotter, and wy- 
self. Before the arrival of the voung nobie- 
men several persons were brought into sign 
toe hand bill mentioned above, te all of whom 
Mr. Webster made a polite bow ard returned 
thangs fer the act. Finaliv two or ‘three 
men, Without coats and evidentiy of the 
working class, en'ered the room, signed the 
paper and received the marked thacks of 
Mr. Webster. I: | oked at Me. Trotter, saw 
bis indiznation rising, and jist as a vers 
ordinary man received Mr. Websier’s thank» 
he turned to Mr. Hili, aud, 'n the deep, son- 
orous tones of voice pectliar to bim, Tre- 
marked, “Hill, Heary Ciay would see the 
Preside: cy in bell before be w uid do tbat.”

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

With abundant crops and great activity in 
trade, there is still an occasional cry of ‘*Dan- 
ger ahead,’ as there alwuys is. Reports that 
good crops are general in Europe have some- 
what reduced the expectations in regard to 
our export of food products, and been fol- 
lowed by a downward tendency in our pro- 
duce markets. As the farmers are beter off 
just now and under less compulsion to sell 
than for some years past, and as the high 
prices they have been accustomed to get 
rather indisposes them to market their grain 
at the reduced prices, it is feared that a tardy 
movement of the crops will greatly check 
trade. Then the merchants generally have 
jaid in heavy stocks, and it is feared there will 
be atendency to force sales and to sell on 
credit, thus produciog a situation which, in 
connection with diminished exports and the 
consequently large balance of trade again s 
us, May produce serious embarrassment and 
disaster, unless business begins to sail under 
more close-reefed and conservative princi- 
ples. 

Cereals, howevér, constitute less than a 

fourth of our total exports, and a fair de- 
mand for them from Europe is to be exp ect- 
ed at some time during the year, in spite of 
the good crops over there; for a good yield 
On that side of the water still leaves a large 
deficit to be supplied from abroad, and at the 
sume time increases the ability to purchase 
it. Even a considerable falling off in 
our cereal export, therefore, is likely to 
be compensated for by more liberal 
sales of our other products for European 
consumption. There is nothiog at all alarm- 
ing in the footings ef our foreign trade for 
the year ending June 30, 1882; certainly noth- 
ing to indicate that we shal! not do better this 
year. True, we purchased more freely abroad 
than we ever did before, and a good deal of 
the increase was in the form of luxuries, 
while short crops and the nigh prices at home 
reduced our food exports immensely. Still, 
though we imported $93,000,0U0 worth of 
sugar and molasses, and pearly $5,000,000 
worth of potatoes, our merchandise exports 
exceeded our merchandise imports, and much 
of the latter wasinthe form of productive 
plant and raw material entering into manu- 
factured articles, in the exportation of which 
there was a large increase over the 
preceding year. On the whole, we begin 
this year with a better foreign trade 
basis than that on which we began 
last year, and with abundant crops insuring 
cheaper food and cheaper production at 
home, the outlook for an active and pros- 
perous yearis not at all impaired by the 
simple fact that we imported more and ex- 
ported less last year than the year before. 

This morning’s telegrams from all the prin- 
cipal trade centers, and the clearings for the 
week, show a healthy activity in which the 
only drawback is the manifest disposition of 
the farmers to withhold their wheat from 
market at present prices. As the export de- 
mand continues steady and shows the ability 
of Europeto absorb freely of our surplus, 
while holders are not at all inciined to glut 
the market, the situation seems to favor a 
steady movement during the fall and winter 
without sharp changes in prices. In general 
merchandise business is satisfactory and the 
purchasing has been strony, but conservative. 
There are no large accumulations of manufac- 
tured articies begging the market. The United 
States bonded warehouses do not show as 
large accumylations of imported goods with- 
held from market as last year, and not more 
than half as much as year before last. The 
Treasury is to disburse $42,500,000 for bonds, 
interests and pensions during this month and 
next, and the money market is in a prosper- 
ous and settled condition. 
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By setting aside the absurd verdict of the 
Star Route jury and awarding the servants 
as well as the mastersanew trial, Judge 
WYLIE has afforded the public a grateful re- 
lief. It would have been a blot on our crim- 
inal jurisprudence to leta verdict so partial 
and illogical stand, and in addition to this the 
evidence of jurymen showed that Foreman 
DicksoOy persisted, contrary to instructions, 
in forcing upon the jury a discussion of the 
alleged attempts of Government agents to 
bribe himand Brown. For this miscon- 
duct, 28 well as for general unreasonableness, 
the verdict of guilty as to RERDELL and 
MINER Is set aside, and a new trial ordered 
for allof the prisoners, to begin on the first 
Monday in December. The eviderfce as to 
DICKSON'S misconduct has strengthened the 
impression that he went on the jury largely 
prejudiced in favor of* the defense 
and to work for an acquittal. What 
is pow known of his behavior, and of the 
actions of the three jurymen whom he seem- 
ed to control as an expert manipulator 
havd'es his “gang” ina ward primary, favors

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tne theory that the alleged attemptof BOWEN 
to bribe DicKSON was the result of a con- 
spiracy to place in ‘the foreman’s hands the 
means of inflaencing the whole jury, or at 
least of parrying charges that bribes were 
used in the interest of the defense. The con- 
viction of the two subordinates, however, 
was a serious miscarriage for BrRaDY and the 
DORSEYS, and they are glad to have the ver- 
dict set. aside before MINER and RERDELL 
turn against them and tei! all they know.

CURRENT records of the Egyptian war 
are incomplete without the account of the 
bombardmept of Alexandria, furnished by 
one of ARABI’Ss chief officers, and published 
n the Arabic paper, Zl Taif. The following 
is a translation of the more striking portions 


of this remarkable story: ; 

‘‘War News—On Tuesday, 25 Snaban, 1299, 
at 12 o’clock in the morning (July 11, 7 a. mn.), 
the English opened fire on the forts of Alex- 
andria, and we returned the fire. At3o’clock 
(10 a. m.) an ironclad foundered off Fort Ada. 
At 5 o’clock (noon) two vessels were sunk be- 
tween Fort Pharos and Fort Adjemy. At 6:30 
(1:30 p. m.) a wooden man-of-war of eight 
guns was sunk. At 10 o’clock (5p. m.) the 
large ironclad was struck by a shell from 
Burj-ez-Zefr, the battery was injured and a 
white flag was immediately hoisted by her as a 
signal to cease firing at her, whereupon the 
firing ceased on both sides, after having last- 
ed for ten hours, without cessation. Some of 
the walls of the forts were destroyea, but they 
were repaired during the night. * * * The 
martyrs among the Egyptian troops numbered 
eighty-nine, but the number of English who 
were killed after the sinking of the ships is not 
known, because they were not buried on 
shore. Many houses caught fire, and irom 
them shops in some streets were also burned. 
* * ® About? o’clock (9a. m.) an English 
man-of-war was seen to putasmall screw in 
place of the larger one which she had been 
using, andit wasthen known thather screw 
had peen carried away by a shot from the 
forts. On examining the other ships it was 
observed that eight had been severely battered 
on their sides, and that one had lost her fun- 
nel.’’ 

This is the first intimation that we have 
had that ELI PERKINS was running a news- 
paper in Alexandria at the time of the recent 


troubles there. 


ITALY evidently has an eye to the annexa- 
tion of Tripoliin the coming attempt at ad- 
justing the Eastern question. The press of 
that countryis very decided about the mat- 
ter. The Voce della Verita, one of the best 
of Italian journals, declares that if Austria 
and Germany propose the annexation of 
Tripoli to Italy the request will be complied 
with. The Jassegna, another influential 
journal, says that Tripoli belongs to Italy 
and to none else, and Italians should be pre- 
pared to effirm this, by arms if necessary. 
One of the probable consequences of the pro- 
posed occupation would be an Italo-Turkish 
war, for the Porte still lays elaim to suze- 
rainty over Tripoli. Then, too, Italy would 
have to expend considerable sums for the 
purpose of reviving agriculture and other in- 
dustries in the country. These two serious 
considerations are seen and discussed by 
Italian statesmen and tne Italian press. The 
Patria, of Bologna, says the acquisition of 
Tripoli b% Italy is essential to any active 
movement in European politics by the latter 
country. ‘‘*This country,’’ continues. that 
journal, “must be occupied sooner or later, 
and it will be to the best interests of Tripoli- 
tans that the occupying power be Italy. With 
the consent of Germany and Austria to the 
step, We should have nothing to fear from the 
other Powers. If this step be not taken, we 
ought at once to renounce all our foreign 
policy and attend solely to matters at home.” 


All of which utterances are surely significant.

Sad Divorce Kecital of an Estate Agent’s 
Wife--—Sternberg vs. Sternberg. 


Asad story of domestic misery is revealed by 
the divorce prayer of Mrs. Clementine Stern~« 
berg who figures to-day for the third timein 
the Circuit Court seeking a legal separation 


from Bernard Sternberg, a well known 
estate agent. They were married 
in this city April 15, 1865. Mrs. Sternberg 


states that her condition has been rendered 
intolerable byalong course of cruel and bar. 
barous treatment on the part of her husband. 
She aileges that latterly she has been com- 
pelled to support herseif and children by 
teaching school. Her relatives likewise have 
had to bear a share of the burden. Mrs. 
Sternberg alleges that her husband constantly

By applving other 
Ooprobrious epithetsto her she a leyes that 
he bas frequently and without provocation 
disturbed the peace of the household and of 


the neighbornoo and by ioud, angry ana 
unseemly scoldi brought her imto pub 
lic sexandal. Mra. Sternberg al'eges§ inut 


one night her husband drewa revolveraguinst 
her in a threatening manner, and in one of his 
fits of senseless, unprovoked aud unreasonable 
anger struck hera blow. On another occasion 


he rudely and violentiyv pushed her 
away from her children and told them 
not toobey her. Mrs. Stetnbere states that 


it would be impvussible to specify in detail the 
innumerable insuits which rendered her con- 
dition intolerable, In i8]6 Mre, Sternberg left 
her husband and returned to her relatives, 
bringing suit at that time for divorce, 
Afterwards, moved by the urgent aolicita- 
tions of her husband, who promised 
to behave himself, and, desiring to avoid 
scandal and exposure, Mrs. Sternburg dis- 
missed the case before trial. She returned to 
her husband, but he did not improve, and in 


1879 Mrs. Sternberg again inst 
tuted 4 suit for divorce. A second 
time she forgave her husband, 


dismissed the suitand returned tohim. She 
alleges, however, that he soon resumed his 
totmer conduct, treated her brutally, used 
violent and profane language toward her, im 
pugning her conduct a8 & woman of gvod 


character, and used similar lang 
guage in speaking of her to oth- 
ers. He frequentiy told her to pack up 


Whena judgment for 
possession of the house in which they lived 
bad been rendered andan execution issued 
thereon, Mr. Sternberg, itis alleged, gave his 
wite no notice, but left ber to find it out from 
the Sheriff.

was again compelied to leave him, taking her 
children with her. Since then she has peen 
supported by her relatives and by her own ex- 
ertions asa music teacher.

EASY AND HARD KICKING. 


How to Learn to Tickle Your Ears with 
Your Toe. 


Jesse, one of thethree ‘*Les Encroyables’’ 
brothers, now Diaying at Pope’s with the 
Kiralfv’s, was interrogated last night as to 
the system of training through whicha man 
must go in order to do a first-class 


contortion act. The reader will No doubt be 
surpris:d to hear that no tubbing of the 
joints with buzzard’s grease ur sleeping be- 
tween oiled biankets is necessary, and that 
genuine ease and proficiency can be acquire‘ 
only by jong practice. Mr. Jesse, 
who is now in his 28th year, has had 22 years’ 
practice, having been apprenticed to John 
Wilson, a well known cireus man of Califor- 
nia at the age of 6 years. Atthe time he began 
to learn he was only an ordinary boy 
not at all remarkable either 
tor streneth or agility. When the four years 
of the apprenticesnip had expired he was pro 

nounced a fair contortionist and offered a 
good salary by Wilson. Atthis time he was 
able to do ‘‘easy kicking,’’ and by continuing 
the exercise has been aole to ac- 
quire astonishing powers. The contortionist 
he says is never allowed to do any heavy jift- 
inzgor jumping because such exereise con- 
tracts und stiffens the joints. 

‘‘To be able” to tickie your ear with your 
toe,’’ said he, **vou have only to take about 
two hours’ practice daily for four or five years, 
and it is best to begin early.’’ Tne boy 
whe begfns to learn is put throngh. every ex- 
ercise that will ma«xe the joints limber without 
creating muscle. One of te first things he is 
made to do ig to take the footin hand, lift it up 


and pull the leg toward the body. 
When this has been done daily 
tor ten years he becomes a tair 


contortionist, and to succeed after the busi 
ness is learned a man must keep sob-r. 
Whisky and beer strffen the joints. It is also 
held to be a Dad idea to eat peanuts and other 
indigestibie 1ood. Iathe third act of ‘‘Tne 
Biack Crook,’’ where the three perfomers 
named appear, most of what is 
done is called ‘‘ensy kicking.’’ that 
is kicking over ne «. “Hard kicking’’ con- 
sistsinthrowing @ leg along the back, and 
otnerwise puttin. .he joints to an unnatural 
strain. While the gyrations and contortions 
of this act are fairly bewildering to the specta- 
tor, they are not difficult to the actors, though 
the work is very exhausting in its nature. The 
ease and grace which characterize their 
movements,are the resalt of years of cdg 
and cannot be acquired ina short time wi 
the aid of any balm or ointment known.

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AMONG THE CODFISHERS. => 
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The Newfoundland Staff of ether oe : 


the Cod Live, aad How

Ifthe natives of Newfoundiand are ever 
perverted to heathenism, their chief god will 
pe the codfish. Already the cod has almost 
reached divinity, or at jeast 18 the emblem of 
all things material. The Newfoundlanders 
recognize the dignity of their fish-god by 
stamping him on their local currency,and but 
for the manifest inconvenience would no 
doubt make him legal tender for payment of 
debts, So ubiquituus is the fish, and so fam- 
iliar does he become, that when one passes a 
fifty-cent piece he half expects to find a ten- 
pound codfish among the smail chauge. Oa 
official documents, on postage-stamps, on 
bank-notes, the cod and his familiar dewla 
meet the eye. Spread on the platforms, a 
broiling in the sun, be forms a fishy fringe 
around the isiand—a wali of defence, if not 
against invading armies, at least against the 
fiercer foes, poverty and starvation. The ai- 
legorical importance of the codfish is sus- 
tained by the facts and fizures. thee island- 
ers catch probably not less than $7,000,000 
worth a vear, and more than haiftheiranoual 
exports of $8,000,000 are made up of their 
staple fishy commodity. Every part of the 
cod is useful; the head fried is an esculant 
dainty, a kind of compound of sweetbread 
and calves’-foot jelly; the tongue cut out and 
nicely browned in the frying-pan 18 an im- 
proved imitation of the fried vyster; the skin 
is used for fine giue; the sourds are eaten or 
made into the isinglass of the cook-book; the 


Norwegians grind up the bones for cattle» 


feed. and the French buy the spawn for bait« 
ing their sardine fisding-grounds. 
THE HOMES OF THE CoD. 

Stretching for bundreds of miles south- 
ward and southeastward of this island, and 
sixty miles from shore atthe nearest point, 
is the Grand Bunk of Newfouniand, ‘that 
mystic tableland of the sea, Whose limits acd 
nature are still undefined. A little way 
oceanward from its slopes the'sea reaches 
some of its greatest depths, and within its 
boundaries are depressions where the fisher- 
man’s anchor never touches bottom. Old cods 
fishers say that the Graud nk is steadily 
rising, and that afew centu@es wili find it 
jutting above the surface. The Grand Bank, 
witb its adjuncts, is -ome six 
hundred miles long rand from 
two to three bundred miles wide. The 
shallows over it vary fr m- ninety to four 
hundred feet in depth, The Graod Bank is, 
beyond compari-on, the fiuest fishing ground 
in the world. For centuries the fishermen 
have visited it, and millions on millions of 
tons of codfish have been taken there, but 
still the vield is undiminished. Sometimes 
for two or three years ‘ne fish will be scarce, 
and the report will spread that the baak is 
‘‘ti-hed out,” when euddecly a year of un- 
precedented catches willgive the ite. to the 
netion. For about six menths in the year, 
beginning with May, the cocfish swarm, not 
oniv over the Grand Bank, bui,ia lesser size 
and numbers, along the whole North 
American shore from ihe laul- 
tude of New York to an unknown 
distance northward. They are found from 
the eastern waters of Long Isiand to the 
furthest extremes of Labrador, and even up 
to the regioos of eternal ice. What lures the 
cod from the ocean depths to which be goes 
in Winter is not certainivy knowa, but it ts 
surmised that he eitber follows up the smail 
shore fisn or seeks the sea cherry—a’ small 
red berry thac often grows on ibe weedy bot- 
toms where the cod is found. It is also pretty 
well established toat during the summer Visit 
sboreward the femaie fish spawns. Tne im- 
mense rece of cod, far vutnumbering all the 
otber large fish of the sea, is accounted for 
by its fecundity. Nine millions of e¢ys have 
been computed as the roe of a jarge specimen, 
and ali the codfi-b caught DY a man are a 
mere cipher compared with the bi lions, iarge 
and small, swallowed by shark; and other fish 
of prey. 

ON THE FISHING BANKS. 

His bait ounce assured, the fisherman begins 
his toilsome season on the fishing grounds, 
seeking the Grand Bank, heretofore referred 
io, the inshore fisheries, or the coast of 
Labrador. The fish of Labrador, or on 
the Grand Bank, are always the 
largest most vaiuable, but the fisaermen 
there must incur veXalious delays in secure 
ing fresh bait or in cominug{shoreward to dry 
his product. His is an arduous and perilous 
calling. ‘The cod usuaily * \ bite 
best at sunset or sunrise, \nd 
often tug at the lines all night. 
durkness and daythe fisheris at his post, 
save when a storm forces him to hbeave-to on 
‘he banks, or, nearer shore, drives him to 
vort. The rasping line, drawn up «fien from 
a depth of 200 feet, cuts his fingers, the pol- 
sonous squid and sait used in canning the 
fish wear the skin totbe pluod; busee, ex- 
posure, danger, are ali his lot. Here, in News 
foundiand, ne fishes also fora hard master, 
the wholesae dealer, who furnishes the 
equipment, taking as security a chattel 
mortgadce, thus bringing the - poor, 
ignorant fisherman in debt at the 
ovening of the season. It is reckoned a Tair 
season’s catch if the fisherman comes out 
with protiis of $120,0on which he must weath- 
er through with wife and children the plere- 
ing winter months. During hi< ab«ence the 
wife tills the ground, rears ine children, and 
even cures the fish which her lord brings 
bome. On his reiurn from the remoter 
banks, often after an absence of five months, 
the fisherman relapses into suiky idleness for 
the rest of the year. lle sits wy the 
fireside with his pipe, leaviwe his wife 
to do the honseho.d work, and becoming by 
comparison with bis d@cidediy better half a 
most ine osequential and good-for-nothing 
creature. He may becaptain on water, but 
his wife is captain on shore, and the subjce- 
tion to which these imperious fish wives reduce 
their nomina! lords aid masters is a funny 
side of social phenomena in this queer is'and,
